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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants show a tablet consisting essentially of hydrated calcium 
hypochlorite, magnesium sulfate heptahydrate and lime. The prior art 
shows similar tablets. Dychdala et al US 3,793,216, considered the closest 
prior art of record, discloses calcium hypochlorite tablets wherein an 
inorganic salt such as magnesium sulfate heptahydrate may be present 
providing a water content within the range of about 3 to about 1 3 %. The 
prior art does not show nor fairly suggest applicants' particular combination 
of hydrated calcium hypochlorite with magnesium sulfate heptahydrate and 
lime in an amount of 0.1% to about 10%, wherein the blend contains at 
least about 17% water by weight.
